Start Sewer System Now 


To Allow Deve 


To Follow Orderly Pattern’ 


(EDITOR'S NOTE —The 
following statement has 
been prepared for THE 


NEWS by the Alta Loma, 
Cucamonga United For 
Sewers Committee.) 


A Long range plan for se- 
wering the entire area of Al- 
ta Loma and Cucamonga as 
new development takes place 
is already an accomplished 
fact. In an area-like this with 
80% of the land still undevel- 
oped, this means 80% of the 
ultimate sewer system will 
be built and paid for by fu- 
ture development. 

Obviously the sooner start- 
ed the more painless this pro- 
cess If we permit our 
communities to become hea 
vily built up with homes and 
business on cesspools, before 
building a public sewer sys- 
tem, the expense is dupli- 
cated plus the additional 
costs of tearing up improved 
streets. 

The issue to be voted on 
Sept. 12 is simply, “Do we 
provide basic, essential but 
minimum system that can be 
added to and expanded by 
future development as _ it 
takes place?” 

A bonus is provided to the 
existing development making 
it possible (but not manda- 
tory) to hook up when de- 
sired. A further bonus is pro- 
vided in increased opportun- 
ity for Industrial & Commer- 
cial expansion to spread our 
costs of schools, 
tion, water, etc. among an 
ever widening tax base. 

After analysis of the opin- 
ions and Master Plan com- 
pleted by J. M. Montgomery, 
Engineers of Pasadena, there 
is no question that today is 
going to be the best time to 
start while the community 
has its miajOr growth still 
ahead of it. It will be cheaper 
and easier on everyone con- 
cerned to permit Sewer con- 
struction to take place simul- 
taneously with new building 
construction. 

Many people ask the qués- 
tion, ‘‘How large must a com- 
munity be to afford a sewage 
treatment plant?’’ The best 
answer to this is, the City of 
Hudson, Kansas with.only 199 
citizens recently built a sew- 
age treatment plant. 

The plan for treatment 
laid out similarly to the plan 
for pipeline construction. The 
project will be built in incre- 
ments very gradually increas- 
ing in capacity as the com- 
munity developes. 

The intial plant will be of a 
type requiring no attending! 
employees, and a very 
maintainance and operation 
cost. The operation and main- 
tainence costs of the entire 
system will be self support- 
ing from a small monthly 
service charge right from the 
very beginning. No subsidy 
will be necessary.
